This fhews, Sir, that a Liberty 
of Confcience, abfolutely unbound- 
ed, is far from being neceffary or 
convenient even in a State of the 
motft abfolute Freedom ; but it is no 
eafy Matter to fettle juft Bounds to 
this Liberty : I believe it can hardly 
be done by a ftanding Law, and 
therefore, in every Society, it mutt 
in a great Meafure, be left to 
the Wifdom of the Adminiftration. 
When a Society happens to be un- 
der prudent and diligent Magif- 


rates, they will keep this Liberty C againft the Liberties of his Cow.

happens to be under negligent or 
ignorant Magiftrates, this Liberty 
will either be allowed to deviate

Tarquins, was their Reluftance to 
fubmit to the wholfome Reftraint of 

a well regulated Commonwealth. 
Licentioufnefs is the conftant Ef- 
fe of a corrupt, ill-conduéted Ad- 
miniftration of Government, tyran- 

F nical and wanton in Power, 

without Authority. For a due Ob- 
fervance of Laws can be no longer 
expected, than the Reverence for 
them is retain’d; bet whenever a 
People find themfelyes throughly mi- 
ferable and opprefs’d, when the Dig- 
G nity of Laws is loft and proftituted, 
and when Men fee thofe facred Ties 
multiplied to ferve private Views, 
Hh this 
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this muft naturally introduce a Con- 
tempt of fuch Laws, and a Hatred 
of thofe that govern: And as the 
Bulk of Mankind are not capable of 
making always the proper Diitinc- 
tion, can we fuppofe otherwife than 
that Hatred towards thofe in Power, 
and Contempt of particular Laws, 
fhould, of Courfe, introduce a Con- 
tempt of Magiftracy and Laws in 
general ? 

And what makes this unfortunate 
Situation (whenever any People hap- 

en to be in it) the more irretrieva- 

le is, that Governors, initead of en- 
quiring into the true, the real Source 
of the Evil; inftead of extending 
their Care to the redrefling, or, at 
leaft, ‘alleviating the Load of Mi- 
fery which has given the unfortu- 
nate Wretches, affected by it, too 
great Reafon for Difcontent, or, ra- 
ther, Defpair; I fay, inflead of this, 
the Groanings of a miferable People 
are {aid only to be the Breathings of 
rebelliousSpirits, Armies are thought 
neceflary to awe their Complaints 
and increafe their Poverty; they 
meet with a Treatment from their 
publick Parents, which the Scrip- 
ture fuppofes abfurd and impofflible 
from their natural ones; when they 
cry for Bread, they are given a Stone ; 
awhen they afk for Fifh, they are given 
@ Serpent. 

But tho’ I will venture to affirm, 
that LicentioufnefS. in a State, has 
always had its Foundation from the 
Faults of thofe that govern, yet I 
am, at the fame Fime, fenfible, that 
When, the Minds of a Péople’ are 
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felves eafy and thriving under th, 
Influence of them. The lower Ran;
